Araoogft all thefe Chapters of Difeafes and their Cures there are 
interfperfed many not common Obfervations of Nature, futh as are: 
That the force of Cajforetim is fuch, That about the Ifles of Jpero, the 
Fiihermen, when their Boats are endangered by Whales, throw fome 
of that fubftance into the Sea- water, which being beaten with it, the 
Fifli immediately finks to the bottom.- That Vinegar may be preferv'd 
from all worms, by mixing a little Theriac therewith, and fo expo- 
sing it in aclofe veffel to the Suu for amoneth, daily (baking it, and 
afterwards percolating it when fetled .- That there are men, that ru- 
minate properly fpeaking, like Beafts that chew the Cud, and that 
fome of fuch perfons when opened after death, have either their <tfo~ 
thaws e ver Y where flelhy like a Mufcle , or theic ftomach 
verv rough and large-, Where 'tis alfo obferved, that one of fuch 
ruminating men, did not at all chew the cud when lick, j'uft like Ox- 
en and Cows, that are faid by country-people to do fo neither, when 
thev are not well: That a certain Sea-man, that had lived long at Sea, 
and contraded from a continual defluxion a Cough, which exerci. 
fedbis Lungsfor two years, did at length caft out, together with 
blood two conGderable ramifications of veins, feparate from all pa- 
renchymatous matter, (hewing the corruption of the whole fubftance 
of the Lungs : That it hath been obferved to be dangerous, to have 
a- vein opened at once in both arms, or leggs, which is here called 3 
Neronian Venae-iedion, &c.
